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Preface. 



The first English guide to Leipzig is herewith presented to 
the public. The necessity of such a publication long has been 
feit, in as much as the number of English speaking people visiting 
Leipzig, as tourist, merchant and student, has always been con- 
siderable; but in recent years, English has become a customary 
sound upon the streets and in cafes. It is in fact a fixed In- 
stitution, less remarkable for its p res e nee than it should become 
by its absence. To gratify the want feit by many an English- 
man or American incompetent in the German language and 
uninformed of German usage, the publishers of this guide re- 
solved to compile a work that should be correct in every detail 
and likewise meet the requirements of all classes. 

Therefore, in this guide, heed has been given the tourist, 
enabling him from the moment of his arrival to help himself 
without the aid of strangers. Directions given in a foreign tongue 
to people unacquainted with the vicinity, are extremely con- 
fusing and annoying. By perusal of this volume, and by seeking 
the locations in the "Plan", a stranger is quite independent of 
all assistance. The tourist finds all places of interest noted in 
a comprehensive walk through the city, as well as the environs 
and more extended surroundings. The places of amusement — 
theatres, concert halls, galleries, museums, collections, public 
buildings &c. — are fully enumerated. And in addition, all his 
needs are cared for. 

The merchant visiting Leipzig upon business will find 
this book of invaluable assistance, since, as a rule, his time is 
limited and unnecessary delay is. costly Consequently , at his 
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disposal are liste of hotels, restaurants &c. t and to fadlitate 
possible emergencies — the requisite Services of Interpreters, 
consuls, lawyers, forwarding agents, mercantile agencies &c. — 
adequate consideration has been given. Somewhat detailed In- 
formation about the Messen has also been inserted. 

The Student and all persons purposing a prolonged sojourn 
in Leipzig will appreciate the helpful advice contained in the 
guide. Particulars about lodgings, institutions of education 
and of art, museums, libraries and reading-rooms, places of 
amusement, baths, hospitals, dispensaries, churches, public build- 
ings, Sports &c. will help through all the time of their stay. 
In addition, counsel enabling one to avail oneself of the many 
opportunities offered and to avoid all manner of possible in- 
convenience is strewn throughout the volume. 

All the Information in this book may be accepted as thor- 
oughly reliable; the descripüons contain such particulars as 
interest non-German visitors. The map annexed is up-to-date 
and accurate In detail. 
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LEIPZIG. 



Leipzig is the largest and probably the oldest city of 
Saxony, the date of its foundation by the Slavs being placed 
in the seventh or eighth Century, when it bore the name "Lipsk". 
It numbers at present over 500000 souls and occupies not only 
one of the Chief places in industry, art and educational institu- 
tions in Germany, but ranks as one of the foremost centers 
of the world. 

The earliest authentic mention of Leipzig as a town occurs 
in the year 1160. At early as 1180, the now world -known 
"Messen" or fairs were instituted, taking place at Easter and 
Michaelmas. In 1409, the University was established. In 1519 
took place the famous disputation between Karlstadt, Luther and 
Eck, which resulted in the suppression of the Lutheran doctrine 
in Leipzig. Within a few decades, however, the spirit of the 
Reformation re-entered the city, convents were closed and the 
university placed under the guidance of Protestant professors. 

Düring the Thirty Years' war, Leipzig feil into the hands 
of the enemy several times. 

In 1667, the first Booksellers' fair took place, having been 
removed from Frankfort on Main; and at the beginning of the 
18th Century, it became the center of the whole book industry 
of Germany. 

The next great event was the battle of Leipzig in October 
of the year 1813, when Napoleon I. was defeated by the united 
armies of Germans, Austrians and Russians, and compelled 
to retreat. To shield himself, he sprang the Elster bridge, but 
lost 30000 men by a premature explosion. 

In 1839, the railway between Leipzig and Dresden, the 
first large line in Germany, was inaugurated. In 1879, Leipzig 
became the seat of the Supreme Court of the Empire. 

Commerce. The first indications of guilds are to be found 
in the fifteenth Century. At that time, the Wholesale trade con- 
cerned itself chiefly with foreign goods. To-day, no form of 
industry is wanting. Fürs and skins for the whole world pass 
through the hands of Leipzig merchants. More than 1 V2 miflion

Leipzig made pianos have 
international farae. 

The book-trade of Leipzig, which already occupies an 
eminent position, daily becomes of greater importance. With 
the home of the Booksellers' Association and the presence of 
many large Publishing houses issuing over 500 journals of all 
kinds, Leipzig can boast of having an enviable Station in the 
world's market. The largest music-publishers of the world are 
centered here, supplying all quarters of the globe; the graphic 
industry also represents a great factor in commerce. 

The "Messen" or fairs are three in number and serve as 
a most commendable means for the purchase and sale of all 
kinds of articles. They are visited by great numbers of foreign- 
ers, among whom is a goodly portion of Englishmen and Amer- 
icans. At these times, millions of pounds worth of goods 
change hands. 

Düring the Messen, especially at Easter, the main streets 
are alive with signs, banners and placards of every description. 
The streets are crowded with people of every nationality, and 
Leipzig itself willingly joins in the merriment. 

Music. As an art-loving city, Leipzig needs no eulogist. 
Its conservatory famous from its foundation, and equally so at 
the present day, and its Gewandhaus concerts under Nikisch, 
represent two institutions seldom equalled in the whole world. 
In addition, there are scores of Choral societies, societies for the 
cultivation of instrumental music &c. EspeciaHy noteworthy is 
the Thomanerchor which was fostered by Joh. Seb. Bach. 

Art. A gallery containing some celebrated paintings and 
sculptures, and the fact that several famous painters, sculptors &c. 
— amony whom is Max Klinger — make Leipzig their home, 
evidence the spirit of art that distinguishes the city. 

Educational Institutions. The University and College of 
Commerce are two unexcelled institutions. The attendance in- 
creases from year to year, foreign matriculation influencing it to 
no small extent. 

Leipzig contains many beautiful buildings and streets and 
fine woods. It is a very clean city and has a temperate climate 
(mean temperature 47.5 ö Fahrenheit). 
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It lies 115 meters above sea-level. The number of foreign- 
ers visiting the city grows annually, which attests the favour 
Leipzig enjoys among the travelling public. Almost all large 
shops employ the Services of an English speaking assistant 
in order to accommodate their English and American patronage. 

RAILWAY STATIONS. (Bahnhöfe.) 

At present, there is building an enormous central depot, 
which will be utilised by the various railway lines passing 
through Leipzig. This building, which is to be completed in 
seven years, is situated at Georgiring behind the Dresdner and 
Magdeburger stations. 

There are now seven stations in Leipzig. 

(1) Dresdner Bahnhof on Georgiring, for trains to Dresden, 
Chemnitz, Breslau, Prague and Vienna. 

(2) Magdeburger Bahnhof also on Georgiring, for trains 
to Halle, Brunswick, Magdeburg, Hannover, Hamburg, Frankfort 
on the Main (via Halle -Cassel), Strassburg, Cologne, London, 
Brüssels, Stuttgart, Munich, Holland. 

(3) Thüringer Bahnhof on Blücherstr. (behind Blücher-Platz), 
for Eisenach, Erfurt, Frankfort on the Main (via Bebra), Gotha, 
Munich, Weimar, Zeitz, Stuttgart, Switzerland and Italy. 

(4) Berliner Bahnhof in Berlinerstr., for Berlin, Dessau, 
Magdeburg, Hannover, Holland, London. 

(5) Bayrischer Bahnhof on Bayrische Platz, for Alten- 
burg, Berlin, Chemnitz, Munich, Bad Elster, Hof, Vienna. 

(6) Eilcnburger Bahnhof in Eilenburgerstr., for Breslau and 
Poland. 

(7) Plagwitzer Bahnhof for Gaschwitz, Lützen— Rippach— 
Poserna, Markranstädt. 

First and second-class Cabs are to be had at the various 
stations and Porters are always in attendance. An official or 
policeman Standing at the exit gives checks ("Blechmarken") 
with the number of the cab to be used. 

Luggage and Checking Stand. The luggage will be cared 
for by the porters outside the buildings. A scale of their charges 
is to be found on page 14. 

German railways carry 55 lbs. (25 kg) of luggage per 
passenger free. 

Luggage may be left in the luggage-rooms of the stations, 
upon payment of 10 Pf. for the first 2 days and 10 Pf. per day 
thereafter, for storage. 

At every depot, there is a checking stand for bags, rugs, 
canes and other small articles. The Charge is 10 Pf. for the 
first 2 days and 10 Pf. per day thereafter. 
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In Germany, railway tickets can only be purchased at the 
stations, as the railroads do not maintain ticket-offices in the city. 

As German railway platforms are constituted other than the 
American and English, persons desiring to go out on the plat- 
te rm, to see friends off, may do so only on procuring a ticket 
(Bahnsteigkarte) for 10 Pf. A slot machine for this purpose 
is in every depot. 

EXCURSIONS, TRIPS. 

Düring the summer months, there are usually many cheap 
excursions arranged by the different railways. This is made 
known by means of bills posted on columns throughout the 
city, or information will be given at the various depots. At 
this season, there also are cheaper rates for routes selected by 
the traveller.

GENERAL TRAMWAY INFORMATION. 

Cars stop only at the Haltestellen or stopping places, which 
are indicated by sign-posts bearing the word "Haltestelle", lamps 
with a red stripe serving the same purpose at night. 

Monthly, quarterly or annual (untransferable) tickets may 
be had for use on any one line or all lines of one Company. 
This course is advisable if the same ride, at least once in each 
direction, is made daily. Tickets may be procured at the com- 
pany's Offices. Office of the Grosse Leipziger Strassenbahn : 
Zeitzerstrasse 6b. Office of the Leipziger Elektrische Strassen- 
bahn: Wittenberger Strasse 4 (Berliner Bahnhof). 

When a car is füll, the same is made knowri by a sign 
"besetzt". In such case, further passengers are forbidden to 
mount. 

A small tip may be given the conductor upon payment 
of the fare, but this is not requisite. 

CABS. 

There are three kinds of vehicles of this order, the taxa- 
meter (Droschke 1. Klasse), the ordinary cab (Droschke 2. Klasse) 
and automobile cabs (Kraftdroschke). The fare varies according 
to the class of the vehicle and is indicated by the register fixed 
to the rear of the box: Single, extra and double rates are shown 
in red, black and blue Squares respectively. 

At the railway stations, checks with the number of a cab 
are handed out by a policeman or an employee of the cab 
Company. The passenger is to take the cab, the number of 
which corresponds with that on the check. 

For rides from the railway stations, the passenger has to pay 
the cabman 10 Pf. extra, which is not indicated on the register. 
For rides to the stations, there is no extra Charge. 

I. TAXAMETER. 

These vehicles are distinguishable by yellow under-carriage, 
and coupe* form. The fare is somewhat higher than that of the 
ordinary cab, because the vehicle makes better time. Following 
is the legal rate. 
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In the day-time, within the inner and outer cab-districts: 
Single rate (red) 1 or 2 persons to a distance of 1000 meters 

(3280 ft.), 70 Pf.; for each further 500 meters 10 Pf. (22 lbs. 

luggage free). 

Extra rate (black) 3 or 4 persons to a distance of 750 meters 
(2460 ft.) f 70 Pf.; for each further 375 meters, 10 Pf. (22 lbs. 
luggage free). 

Double rate (blue) for the night-time (from 10 : 30 P. M. 
to 7 A. M.) to a distance of 500 meters (1640 ft.), 70 Pf.; each 
further 250 meters, 10 Pf. (22 lbs. luggage free), and in addi- 
tion, an extra-charge of 25 Pf. for 2 or 3 persons, 50 Pf. for 
4 persons. 

The double rate also applies to rides during the day-time 
beyond the limits of the outer cab district, and to rides to and 
from the race-track (Rennbahn) at the times of races. 

Charges for waiting: before starting, up to 8 minutes, 
70 Pf.; beyond that 10 Pf. for each 4 min. or fraction thereof. 
This is included in the amount of fare indicated on the register. 

Extra-rates. 

For luggage weighing more than 10 kg (22 lbs.) and less 
than 25 kg (55 lbs.), and beyond that, for every further 25 kg 
or fraction thereof, 25 Pf. 

If accompanied by a dog, rate is increased 25 Pf. 

Upon request, the cabman is compelled to show the 
passenger the cab regulatlons. 

IL ORDINARY CABS (2. Klasse). 

In the day-time, within the inner and outer cab-districts: 
Single rate (red) 1 or 2 persons to a distance of 1000 meters 

(3280 ft.), 50 Pf.; each further 500 meters, 10 Pf. (22 lbs. 

luggage free). 

Extra rate (black) 3 or 4 persons to a distance of 800 meters 
(2624 ft.), 50 Pf.; each further 400 meters, 10 Pf. (22 lbs. luggage 
free). If accompanied by a fifth person, an extra rate of 25 Pf., 
is charged. 

Double rate (blue) for the night-time (from 10:30 P. M. 
to 7 A. M.) 1 or 2 persons to a distance of 600 meters (1868 ft.), 
50 Pf.; each further 300 meters, 10 Pf.; (yellow) 3 or 4 persons 
to a distance of 400 meters (1312 ft.), 50 Pf.; each further 
200 meters 10 Pf.; and in addition, an extra-charge of 25 Pf. 
for 2 or 3 passengers, 50 Pf. for 4 or 5 passengers. 

The double rate also applies to rides during the day-time 
beyond the limits of the outer cab-district, and to rides to and 
from the race-track (Rennbahn) at the times of races. 
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Charges for waiting: before starting, up to 8 minutes, 50 Pf.; 
beyond that 10 Pf. for each 4 min. or fraction thereof. This is 
included in the amount of fare indicated on the register. 

Extra-rates. 

For luggage weighing more than 10 kg (22 lbs.) and less 
than 25 kg (55 lbs.), and beyond that, for every further 25 kg 
or fraction thereof, 25 Pf. 

If accompanied by a dog, rate is increased 25 Pf. 

Upon request, the cabman is compelled to show the passenger 
the cab regulations. 

III. AUTOMOBILE CABS. 

In the day-time, within the inner district: 

Single rate (red) 1 or 2 persons to a distance of 600 meters 
(1968 ft.), 70 Pf.; each further 300 meters, 10 Pf. 

Extra rate (black) 3 or 4 persons to a distance of 450 meters 
(1476 ft.) 70 Pf.; each further 225 meters, 10 Pf. 

Double rate (blue) for the night-time (from 10 : 30 P. M. 
to 7 A. M.) 1 to 4 persons to a distance of 300 meters (934 ft.), 
70 Pf.; each further 150 meters, 10 Pf.; and in addition, an 
extra-charge of 25 Pf. for 2 or 3 persons, 50 Pf. for 4 persons. 

The double rate also applies to rides during the day-time, 
in the outer district, and to rides to and from the race-track 
(Rennbahn) at the times of races. 

For rides beyond the limits of the cab-districts, agreement 
must be made with the Chauffeur, regarding the price. 

Charges for waiting: these are included in the rates quoted. 

Extra- rate. 

If accompanied by a dog, rate is increased 25 Pf. 
Upon request, the Chauffeur is compelled to show the passenger 
the cab regulations.

These men are usually dressed in a blue jumper, and wear 
a cap with a brass band, upon which is inscribed "Dienstmann- 
genossenschaft", and their number. They are to be found at all 
railway stations and also distributed through the city at frequented 
centers, such as at Augustusplatz and near Königsplatz. 

REMARKS. 

The above charges are only for work performed between 

6 A. M. and 9 P. M. For all Services between 9 P. M. and 
6 A. M., the double rate must be paid. 

In usual cases, these porters will give a definite price for 
the transportation of certain objects such as trunks, bags &c, 
to any fixed place. 

As a rule, they expect in addition, a üp ("Trinkgeld").

BOARD AND LODOINO. 

Boarding-houses ("Pension") and furnished rooms ("Garcon 
Logis" or "Möbliertes Zimmer") are to be found in all parts 
of the town. They are indicated by yellow signs on the doors 
or near the entrance of every house. Persons intending to re- 
main a somewhat extended period, are advised to consult the 
"Neueste Nachrichten", the Chief daily paper. An advertisement 
is very productive of results; answers can, if desired, be de- 
posited at the main Office, Königsplatz 17, or at any branch 
offlce. 

The following suggestions will save one trouble. 

Board usually includes all requisites; but it is well to in- 
qulre about the number of meals — breakfast, dinner, supper, and 
whether tea or coffee during the afternoon — and whether heat 
and light are also comprised in the price. 

When taking lodgings for a definite period, such as a 
fortnight, a month &c, have the time definitely understood, since 
otherwise you will be compelled to give a month's notice in 
advance. This is German law and is not to be obviated. Even 
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if a longer residence is projected, this law — a month's notice 
in advance (this applies to both parties) — is valid. 
All rent must be paid in advance. 

The hiring of lodgings is exclusive of heat, Hght, Service 
and breakfast; however, generally the latter two items are in- 
cluded in the price. Nevertheless, this point must be clear 
when taking the lodgings. Heat and light are always extra and 
usually are attended to by the landlady, if such request is made. 

Musical students should always assure themselves that mu- 
sicians are allowed in the house. In some houses, hiring to 
musical students is forbidden ; therefore the latter would do well 
to make known their calling. The musical quarter is in the 
south part of the town. 

EXPENSES. 

Leipzig is recognized as a comparatively cheap town to live 
in, prices as a rule ranging lower than those of other large 
German towns. 

A room nicely furnished can be had from 18 M. per month 
up, a room with adjoining bed-room costs from 25 M. per month 
up. Piain dinners cost from 50 Pf. to 1 M.

International Market and Exhibition of Motor Vehicles, 
Bicycles, Typewriters and other mechanical products takes place 
in the first half of October. 

Düring these times, exhibitions of manufactures from the 
entire world are exposed here; and manufacturers, exporters, 
agents and salesmen from all quarters of the globe throng the city. 
The New Year's, Easter and Michaelmas Messen are not only 
for the wholesale trade, but also for the retail, and they last 
the same length of time. The retail Messen, however, are purely 
of a local nature. 

Since, at this period, the hotels have no spare room, it is 
necessary for those who are unable to find other accommodations, 
to take lodgings in private dwellings. As a rule, adequate 
accommodations have been provided, but the prices ränge some- 
what higher. To obtain rooms at this time, apply at the Offices 
of "Der Verkehrsverein Leipzig", located at the "Städtisches 
Kaufhaus", Neumarkt, Telephone No. 6845.

1. The Neues Theater on Augustusplatz, which- is the 
largest and leading theatre. It is mainly for opera and heavy 

drama. Performances are daily, the year round; they usually 

begin at 7 P. M. The correct time of commencement, which 
varies according to the length of the piece, may be learned 
from the daily newspapers or the bill-boards throughout the dty. 

There are two prices: one for operas and plays in the 
presentation of which not great expenses are incurred; and a 
higher price for heavy opera such as Wagner*s, and all great 
dramatic works.

CONCERTS. 

Leipzig is singularly famed as a musical centcr. There is 
not only a great plenty of home orchestras, societies, musical 
artists and music-lovers, but during the winter season, the city 
is visited by all renowned and rising performers. 

Chiefest among all organisations and world-wide in its re- 
putation is the 

Gewandhaus Orchestra under Arthur Nikisch, whose con- 
certs are held every Thursday evening at the Konzerthaus, Grassi- 
strasse 9 at 7 P. M. for 22 weeks, frora the first week in October 
on. Tickets for Single concerts ränge from 3.50 M. upwards. 
There is a public rehearsal every Wednesday morning at 10:30, 
tickets costing 2.50 M. Only the highest-class music is 
played, both classical and modern, and a famous soloist assists 
at every concert. 

Philharmonie Concerts, twelve in number, from the first 
week in October every alternate week. They are held at the 
Alberthalle, Wintergartenstrasse 9. Their aim is the cultivation 
of fine music, much room being given to modern compositions. 
Famous soloists perform at the concerts. Tickets may be had 
at the music-stores. 

Palmengarten. Frankfurter and Plagwltzer Strasse. During 
the week populär concerts are given, both summer and winter. 
In winter, on Wednesday evening at 8, there is a symphony 
concert of the Philharmonie orchestra. In summer, there is 
usually a first-rate brass band. 

toological Garden, Pfaffendorfer Strasse. There are various 
orchestral concerts at this establishment, announced in the papers 
and on bill-boards. 

In summer, there is music in the open air. 

Gewandhaus Chamber Music six times during the season 
in the small hall of the Concert house. The renditions are by the 
Gewandhaus Quartett usually assisted by a prominent performer. 

Städtisches Kaufhaus in Neumarkt. In this hall, most 
Chamber concerts and recitals take place. The celebrated quar- 
tetts and trios — such as the Bohemian, St. Petersburg and 
Brüssels auartetts — all Visit Leipzig and give a series of concerts. 

In addition, there are concerts at the 

Panorama, Rossplatz. Orchestra during the summer. 

Bonorand in the Rosental. 

Central Theatre. Orchestra, Chamber and solo concerts. 

Every Sunday, Tuesday and Thursday, a military band 
plays before the home of the Commander of the city, at Thomas- 
ring. Time is announced in the daily papers. 
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CHORAL SOCIETIES. 

Besides ffae above mentioned concerts, there are those of 
many Choral sodeties of excellent quality and reputation. Among 
the most important are the 

Riedel -Verein, which produces oratorios at the Alberthalle 
and at the Thomaskirche. 

Bach-Verein, at the Thomaskirche. 

Leipziger Singakademie, Leipziger Männerchor, Lehrer- 
gesangverein, and the Paulus and Arion Societies. 

CHURCH MUSIC. 

Through the renown of having been fostered by Jon. Seb. 
Bach, the Thomaner-Chor enjoys international distinction. Every 
Saturday at 1 :30 P. M. takes place the "Motette** at the Thomas- 
kirche; these are free. 

Every Sunday, there is church music of the Thomaner-Chor, 
organ and occasionally orchestra either at the Thomaskirche or 
the Nikolaikirche. 

There are also other church concerts, which are announced 
in the daily newspapers. 

On holidays, there are special musical Services.

ART GALLERY. (Städtisches Museum.) 

Although Leipzig has not enjoyed great distinction as an 
art center, it ls steadily rising in prominence, firstly through the 
presence of numerous famous paintings in its gallery, secondly 
through being the residence of many artists of world-wide fame, 
and thirdly through its possessing several societies for the cul- 
tivation of art, and prominent art firms. 

The Art Gallery is a splendid building on the Augustus- 
Platz. It was originally built in 1858 and remodelled and en- 
larged in 1883. Ks facade is of the Venetian Renaissance style, 
and is decorated with statues by Behrens, representing Greece, 
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Rome, Germany and Italy on one side, and Spain, France, Eng- 
land and Holland on the other. The fronton contains Ideal 
figures of Painting and Sculpture (also by Behrens). In the 
nitches on the west slde are statues of Rubens and Rembrandt 
by Zur Strassen; on the south side, Albrecht Dürer and Hans 
Holbein by Hähnel; and on the east side, Raphael and Phidias 
by Werner Stein. 

The Gallery contains a rieh collection of paintings and sculp- 
tures. It was founded by the Leipziger Kunstverein (Leipzig 
Art Society) in 1837, and since that time has reeeived numerous 
bequests from private benefactors. It contains works of inter- 
national fame, attracting thousands of visitors from all parts of 
the world. 

On the first floor, Halls I to V, to the left of the entrance, 
contain a large collection of Sketches and drawings by P. Cor- 
nelius, Genelli, Fr. Overbeck, M. v. Schwind (The Symphony), 
J. S. von Carolsfeld (Scenes from the Nibelungen), G. Jäger 
and others. Also a collection of water-colours by Sprosse, 
Adr. Lud. Richter, C. Werner, Dettmann, Anton von Werner, 
Menzel, Heyn and others. 

Hall VI contains a number of casts of the Chief works of 
Michael Angelo— among which is the immense statue of David 
in the Academy of Florence. Also the two half figures by Max 
Klinoer, chiselled out of coloured stone (marble and ala- 
baster): "Salome" and "Cassandra"; and the marble figure of 
a Bathing Girl. 

Halls VII to IX contain casts of Italian works of the Renaissance 
period and sculptures by modern masters. There are also paintings 
of the Italian, Flemish and old German schools. 

Hall X contains casts of modern works. The walls are 
decorated with landscapes by Heinrich Gärtner, representing the 
principal places of the plastic art. 

Beside this latter hall, a small hall in the shape of a 
semicircle was recently added to the building, in which Stands 
Klinger's "Beethoven \ (Tickets of admission to this hall cost 1 M.) 

Hall XI contains casts. 

Hall XII contains paintings of modern masters and several 
original sculptures of the German Renaissance. 

On the Staircase, on the walls, are relief medallions of 
Heinrich Schletter and Dominic Grassi, and original sculptures 
by Carl Seffner (King Albert and Queen Carola of Saxony, 
Prof. Ludwig), Hähnel (Petschke), Meunier, Gasteiger and others. 

On the second floor is the Picture Gallery. 

Hall I contains drawings of F. Preller the Eider, representing 
Homer's Odyssey. 
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Hall II contains painttngs of masters of the end of the 
19 th Century. 

Hall III is the Grosse Loggia. 

The Left Cupola: Greek history of Creation and the Gods. 
1. Eros escaping from Chaos. 2. Fall of Uranus. 3. Aphrodite 
rising from the sea. 4. The rescue of Zeus. 5. The animation 
of man.

Hall Va is dedicated to benefactors of the city of Leipzig. 
Their portraits are exposed in this hall. 

On the third floor is the collection of Dr. Lampe, affording 
a survey of the history of painting from antiquity to about the 
middle of the 19th Century. 

The Kunstverein (Art Society) has exhibition rooms on the 
first floor, to the right of the entrance. Works of modern and 
contemporaneous masters are displayed there, the collection being 
changed from time to time. Entrance fee for non-members ol 
the society: 1 M. There is also an extensive art library and 
collection of art prints. 

There is a collection of art prints of all kinds on the ground 
floor. It comprises chiefly drawings of German masters of the 
16th to 18th Century and Dutch masters of the 17th Century, 
water-colours, Sketches, engravings, lithographs &c. of modern 
artists. There is a large number of Klinger's works.

ORASSI-MUSEUM. 

This museum is a fine work of Renaissance style, situated 
on Königsplatz. From without it is not very imposing, but it 
is excellently adapted for the purpose it serves. 

It consists of two parts: 

1. Museum of Ethnologv (Völkerkunde) contains specimens 
from all lands of the earth, and ranks among the first of its 
kind. It has profited very much through rieh private donations. 
Here one may see objects characteristic of the Japanese (of which 
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there is a copious collection) and Chinese, of the tribes of 
Australia, the Malays, Philipinos, the inhabitants of the far East 
and India, exhibited in Salon I. In short, there are six large 
halls crowded with objects descriptive of all classes of mankind. 
In additon, there is an anthropological and prehistorical collection. 

2. Fine Arts Museum (Kunstgewerbe) consists of exhibits 
of all manner of fine art products. On the first floor are dis- 
played artistic metal wares and pottery. On the second floor, 
one may see gold and silver wäre, carvings, fine glass and 
porcelain objects and historical furniture. There is a Dutch 
room of 1760 and also an old City of Leipzig Bible and the 
Luther goblet. In various salons are to be found textile wares, 
church relics and a collection of Japanese and Chinese products. 

This museum is of extraordinary interest and should by all 
means be visited. It is open every day but Monday from 
10 — 3, Sunday 10:30 — 3. It is free on all days except Tues- 
day and Thursday, when a fee of 50 Pf. is demanded. 

MUSEUM OF THE BOOK -TRADE. (Buchgewerbe-Museum.) 

This museum, an adjunct to the Deutsches Buchgewerbe- 
haus, the home of the association of all German book-sellers, 
is an immense building in the Hospitalstrasse. The inferior is 
decorated with statues and paintings done by great masters. 
In the basement of the Gewerbehaus is displayed machinery 
for printing and also novelties in the book-trade. The first floor 
is a hall of honor particularly to the great graphic inventor 
Gutenberg. The museum is on the second floor and in it are 
to be found all the books printed in the German language; also 
the Saxon Royal bibliographic collection. There are reading 
and drawing rooms. 

There is no fee charged for visiting the museum, which is 
open daily from 9—4, Sunday and houdays from 11—4. The 
reading room is open daily (with the exception of Monday) 
from 5—2 and in the evening from 7—10, Sunday from 11 — 4. 

Permission to view the Gutenberg Hall may be obtained 
at the bureau or of the janitor. 

TRADE EXHIBITION. (Dauernde Gewerbeausstellung.) 

On the Promenade, Plauenscher Platz 7. Consists of a 
copious collection of products of all Industries, especially motors, 
machinery, and technical articles both of local and firms outside 
of Leipzig.

EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 

LEIPZIG UNIVERSITY. 

Of the many institutions that have spread German renown 
throughout the world, one of the foremost is the University of 
Leipzig. Embracing among its professors, scientists and scholars 
of lasting fame, it offers facilities for learning, which are readily 
grasped t>y foreigners. 

The university dates back to 1409 when a conflict arose 
between the German and Bohemian students in Prague. Of 
the 2000 students and teachers who resolved to abandon Prague, 
a portion removed to Leipzig, where they were kindly reeeived 
and induced by the Elector Frederick the Valiant, to found a 
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university. Receiving the papal concession, the university was 
formally opened during the same year with Otto von Münster- 
berg as first rector. In 1539, it joined the reformation move- 
ment, which it had resisted for a long time. Then for a few 
centuries, it feil out of all prominence, until 1830 when a re- 
organisation was effected, and with pulsating Impulses the Col- 
lege arose to a potent factor in German learning. 

The university comprises two sets of buildings: the magni- 
ficent edifice on Augustusplatz and a large number of separate 
buildings situated on Liebigstrasse &c. 

The number of immatriculated students is approximately 
5,300, in addition many hundred auditors at the lectures. 

The conditions of matriculation are the following: 

All English and Americans applying for admission as stu- 
dents of the University must already have attained the degree 
of B. A. oder M. A. at a university or College in their respective 
countries. All diplomas and testimonials of thefr past career 
and of their character &c. must be presented upon appearing 
for admission. Applications must be made within six weeks 
after the commencement of the lectures. Only in very excep- 
tional cases, can a deviation from this regulation be made. 

Foreigners must remain at least two years at the University. 

Women are accepted on the same basis as men and, except- 
ing in a few unimportant respects, enjoy all Privileges at the 
University. 

Entrance fee is 21 M. (£ 1/1 or 5 dollars). An auditor's 
card for attending lectures costs 4 M. per term. 

The winter semester or term begins on Oct. 15 and closes 
on Mar. 1. The summer term begins on Apr. 15 and closes on 
Aug. 1. There are vacations of 2 weeks at Christmas, 1 week 
at Whitsuntide. 

All inquiries are to be addressed to the Bureau of the Uni- 
versity. 

THE COMMERCIAL COLLEGE. (Schulstrasse 1.) 

The College is very youthful, having been established in 1898. 
It already has created an eminent position for itself, and is 
attended by a great number of foreigners. Its purpose is a thor- 
ough training in all branches of commerce (including jurispru- 
dence, economics and banking; also foreign languages). 

Professors and tutors of the University also participate in 
the instruction. 

The College terms are the same as those of the university. 
The conditions of enrolment are: Applicants must be crad- 
uates of high schools similar to the German Gymnasium, Real- 
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gymnasium or Oberrealschule; or they must have attended other 
commercial Colleges qualifying them for reception on a plane 
with the above-mentloned schools. In any case of questionable 
qualification, a commission appointed for this purpose has the 
sole right of decision. 

A general course lasts 4 terms. 

The entrance fee for foreigners is 100 M. (£ 5/ — , 25 dol- 
lars). The fee per term is 8 M. for each branch with 2 lec- 
tures per week; 12 M., with 3 lectures per week. Enrolment 
at the College entitles the Student to attend the lectures at 
the University, 10 M. being required for an auditor's ticket. 

THE HlOH SCHOOLS OF LEIPZIG. 

The superior schools are four in number and stand upon 
a very high plane. Scholars receive a thorough education in the 
classics and a fundamental training in science.

Since English is a language much cultivated in Germany, 
persons desiring to learn or to master the German language 
will find it easily possible to exchange Instruction or to engage 
in conversation with Germans who likewise aim at a cultivation 
of English. The best way to find a German so inclined is to 
advertise in the newspaper. 

LEIPZIG CONSERVATORY. (Grassistrasse 8.) 

The Conservatory was established by Felix Mendelssohn- 
Bartholdy in 1843 and since its foundation has steadily risen 
in importance in the realm of music. In connection with it 
have been such men as Mendelssohn, Schumann, Reinicke, 
Reisenauer and Nikisch. In consideration of the great musical 
opportunities offered here and of the superior Instruction given 
at the Conservatory, the Institution is attended by a great number 
of foreigners, particularly English and Americans. 

The conditions of enrolment are: 
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Applicants must possess real talent and preliminary musical 
knowledge. 

Pupils not yet of age, before admission, must bring the 
written permission of their parents or guardians. 

Foreign pupils must be provided with a passport. 

Applicants must undergo an examination before a commission, 
which will decide whether he (or she) possesses the talent 
necessary for acceptation. To enable the commission to form a 
proper judgment, applicants must play some well studied pieces 
of music not necessarily of great difficulty (Beethoven is generally 
preferred). Those who have made attempts at composition 
should present their copies at the preliminary examination. 

A general course occupies three years. No pupil will be 
admitted for a shorter period than one year. The year is divided 
into three terms: Michaelmas to Christmas, Christmas to Easter, 
Easter to the end of July. The winter term begins on October Ist. 

Pupils, as a rule, can be received in the Institution at 
Easter and Michaelmas only, at which terms a new course 
commences in all the lower classes. Foreigners, however, living 
at a distance, will be admitted at other times, provided they 
have already acquired sufficient theoretical and practical know- 
ledge to enable them to join the classes at the point already 
reached. 

The annual tuition-fee is 360 M. (£ 18/—, 90 dollars), which 
includes instruction 

1. in one principal subject, such as: playing on the piano 
or organ, string- or wind-instrument, 

2. in theory (theory of harmony, counterpoint, canon, fugue, 
form, composition), 

3. in Choral singing, 

4. in ensemble and orchestral playing for advanced pupils, 

5. in the history and «sthetics of music. 

For every extra subject, a fee of 60 M. (£3/—, 15 dollars) 
is charged. 

The fees are payable in 3 terms, and in advance: at Easter, 
Michaelmas and Christmas, at the "Bureau" of the Institution. 
Besides this, each pupil has to pay an additional entrance-fee 
of 10 M. Pupils intending to study the organ are at liberty to 
practise on the organs of the Institution on payment of 50 Pf. 
(6d, 12 cents) per hour. 

Beyond the walls of the Institution, the following further 
opportunities of musical education are offered to the pupils: 
a) The twenty-two Gewandhaus Concerts (which have 
attained a reputation even in foreign lands) and their 
Rehearsals. By kind permission of the directors, pupils 
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of the Conservatory, are admitted gratuitously to these 
Rehearsals. 

b) The Quartett and Chamber Music Concerts, which likewise 
take place every winter. 

c) The Church Music performed on Saturdays and Sundays 
by the Choir of the Church of St. Thomas.

Persons desiring private Instruction 
in art, or wishing to participate in private classes, may apply 
at the Office. They will be referred to qualified teachers.

UNIVERSITY LIBRARY. (Beethovenstrasse 6.) 

The home of this library is a grand building of stone, ex- 
quisitely decorated on the exterior and interior. It is a library of 
great extension, containing about 505 000 volumes. Books are 
issued every day from 11—1 and excepting Saturday from 
3 — 5. It is closed at Easter and September each 3 weeks, and 
one week at Christmas and Whitsuntide. 

The different university departments have separate libraries.

Thomaskirche. Thomaskirchhof. Formerly the church of 
the Thomas Monastery, built 1484—1496. The steeple dates 
from 1537, the upper structure was rebuilt in 1702. Tne whole 
buildlng was renovated from 1877—89. The interior contains 
numerous monuments and tablets. The famous Thomaner-Chor 
renders the motettos (Saturday at 1:30) and church service at 
this church. The church has an excellent organ, made famous 
by Bach and Mendelssohn. 

Nikolaikirche. Nikolaistrasse. First mentioned in 1017 as 
the flrst church of Leipzig. Was enürely rebuilt in 1513 — 25. 
In 1785, it passed through a complete transformation. At this 
time, several old paintings, among them Cranach's "Dying Man", 
were removed. They may be seen in the "Altdeutscher' room 
of the Art Gallery. The present form of the church is modelled 
after its early pattern. There are many church relics and beau- 
tiful paintings by öser. 

Matthäikirche. Matthäikirchhof. Once monastery of bare- 
footed monks. Its construction was begun in 1454. From 
1540 — 1699, the church was closed. The last renovations were 
in 1894. 

Johanniskirche. Johannisplatz. Built in 1582, was wholly 
reconstructed in 1895. In it rest the remains of Joh. Seb. Bach. 

Paulinerkirche. Augustusplatz. The date of its construc- 
tion is believed to be 1231. Once the St. Paul Monastery. 
Many changes have been made in its construction and within 
recent years it was thoroughly renovated; its Gothic facade is 
a work of Rossbach. It contains a great many statues and relics. 

Peterskirche, Schletterstrasse. A grand imposing edifice 
of Gothic style. Completed in 1885. 

Neue Reformierte Kirche, Löhrsplatz. Early German Re- 
naissance, steeple 68 m high. Completed in 1899. 

Catholic Church, Weststrasse 2. Built in 1845. 

Synagogue, Centralstrasse 10. Built in 1855. Services 
Friday evening at sundown, and Saturday morning.

POLICE REGISTER. 

AU strangers must register at the police-station of the district 
in which they live, within three days after arrival. When stopping 
at a hotel, a book is furnished for this purpose. This should 
in no case be neglected, as one is otherwise liable to come into 
conflict with the police, which should be avoided. 

PASSPORTS. 

All foreigners must be provided with passports. If not in 
possession of one, apply at the consulate of your country at 
once, since otherwise a protracted stay in the city is not per- 
missible. The police examine passports several days after the 
arrival of foreigners. 

TIPS (Trinkgeld). 

Tips are very common in Germany. Every menial expects 
a tip. This has so become a custom, that employers pay their 
servants very small wages, reckoning the tips which they receive, 
as part of their compensation. 

It is usual, yet not necessary to give the conductor of the 
tram 5 Pf. upon paying the car-fare. All porters (Dienstmänner 
included) expect a reward of this kind. The amount is governed 
by the Services that have been rendered. 

Walters and cabmen generally receive as tip one-tenth 
of the amount of fare or bill, i. e. 10 Pf. to the mark. It is 
customary to give the cabmen not less than 10 Pf., and the 
Walters not less than 5 Pf. as, for instance, for a glass of beer. 

LOST PROPERTY. 

Property lost upon the Saxon or Prussian railways may be 
claimed at the Station-Inspector's Office. 

Property lost in the city may be recovered at the "Fund- 
bureau" of the Police-station at Wächterstrasse 5. 

Property lost on the tramways may be reclaimed at their 
Offices: Grosse Leipziger Strassenbahn, Zeitzerstrasse 6b. Leipziger 
Elektrische Strassenbahn, Wittenbergerstrasse 4. 

All objects found should be returned to the respective Offices. 
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MARKET HALL. (Markthalle.) 

This is a spadous hall on Rossplatz, where one may obtain 
fresh vegetables, fruit, meat, poultry, fish, flowers &c. For general 
Shopping, it is advisable to make all purchases at the hall. 

SPORTS. 

BICYCLE RACES. (Fahrrad-Rennen). 

Bicycle races take place during the warm months at the 
Sportplatz, in Frankfurterstrasse, opposite the Palmengarten. Riders 
of international fame come to Leipzig. Announcements of races 
are made in the newspapers and on the bill-boards. 

HORSE RACES. (Pferderennen.) 

There are two seasons for horse-racing: spring and autumn, 
each time three days. They take place at the Rennbahn in the 
Scheibenholz. 

LAWN TENNIS. 

There are courts for hire at the Mückenschlösschen in 
Waldstrasse, at the Sportplatz (near the Palmengarten) and at 
the Gartenverein "Erholung" in the Kaiserin Augustastrasse near 
Connewitz. It is advisable to apply for a court in advance, 
since the game is very populär in Leipzig and the demand for 
courts, consequently, large. 

ROWING. (Rudern.) 

There is rowing on the Pleisse from early spring tili late 
autumn. In summer, the river is quite crowded with boats. 
Passing up through the picturesque Scheibenholz, a row affords 
one much pleasure. There are several private rowing-clubs in 
the dty. 

SKATING. (Schlittschuhlaufen.) 

Whenever there is ice, the small ponds situated in different 
parts of the city (New Theatre, Johannapark) are utilised for 
skaüng. A small fee is charged. There is also good skating 
on the pond at the Palmengarten. 

There is an excellent rink at the tennis- court (Mücken- 
schlösschen) in Waldstrasse, which, as soon as the weather is 
cold enough, is flushed every night with water, thereby providing 
ice even when the temperature is not extremely low; and the 
surface is thus kept unusually free from cuts. Occasionally there 
is a band playing there Sundays. 
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Whenever there is a protracted spell of cold, and the ice 
on the Pleisse is adjudged sufficiently thick, skating is permitted 
there also. 

There are several rinks exclusively for children. 

FOOT-BALL. 

There are many clubs in Leipzig, the Champion team of 
Germany for years being a Leipzig team. Only international 
foot-ball is played. Whenever a good team from outside plays 
in Leipzig, the game takes place at the Sportplatz near the 
Palmengarten. 

BOWLING. 

Bowling is quite populär in Germany and numerous alleys 
are at one's disposal. Every large cafö and restaurant has one 
or more alleys.

There are two infantry regiments, a machine-gun division, 
one cavalry regiment, one artillery regiment and one train 
batallion at the barracks in Gohlis. Manoeuvres take place in 
September of each year. 

MUSICAL STUDENTS. 

Since Leipzig has for years been visited by hordes of 
musical students, both native and foreign, the stipulations for 
lodgings yearly become more restrictive. Therefore, it is not 
uncommon that when one oversteps these limitations, he is 
given notice. There are no fixed regulations, but the following 
may serve as general advice. 

When taking lodgings, ascertain with certainty that musical 
students are tolerated in the house. In many houses, hiring to 
musicians is forbidden; therefore, trouble at the very beginning 
of one's sojourn can be avoided, by heeding the above. 

Playing is allowed by police regulations from 7 A. M. to 
11 P. M. Nevertheless, house regulations usually require the 
cessation of music at 10 o'clock. Germans regard playing between 
1 and 3 P. M. as an infringement upon their rights. Therefore 
if possible, it is advisable to avoid all noisy work during this 
üme. Occasionally, this is explicitly stated upon taking the 
room; it also happens that only certain hours are allowed for 
playing. If one is not content to put up with these conditions, 
it would not be well to move in at all, since nothing more than 
the specified time can be expected. 

The musical quarter is in the south part of the city, near 
the Conservatory and Gewandhaus.

TEXT BOOKS. 

University students find ample sources for all material that 
they require for their work. The Serig'sche Buchhandlung, at 
Neumarkt 7 b, carries a large stock of scientific and text books 
and can supply any desired work. 

The libraries (which see) afford all students splendid oppor- 
tunities for the study of handbooks, scientific works &c. 

TAXES (Steuern). 

Every resident of Leipzig, both German and foreigner, who 
has an income in Leipzig amounting to 400 M. or over, must 
pay taxes. They are levied semi-annually. In case of trouble, 
apply to your consul. 

MONEY (Geld). 

The paper money consists of 100, 50, 20 and 5 M. notes; 
gold pieces are of 20 and 10 M., silver pieces of five, two 
and one mark and 50 Pf., nickel of 10 (also called "Groschen") 
and 5 Pf., copper of 2 and 1 Pf. The 50 Pf. and 10 Pf. pieces 
are easily confused, the former is thinner, a trifle smaller and 
has milled edges. 

A mark is about 23*/s cents or practically a Shilling. 

A dollar equals about 4.20 M. 

A pfennig is half a farthing or a quarter of a cent. 

No other money is current in uermany except German 
colns; therefore, shop-keepers are not obliged to accept foreign 
money. 

When going abroad, always change German money pre- 
viously into coins of the land to which you are travelling. 
It is advisable to change all money at a bank. 

WEIGHTS, MEASURES &c. (Gewidite, Masse). 

A kilogram is about 2.20 English pounds. The German 
pound is 1.1 English lbs. An English pound is 0.453 kg. 
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A kilometer is about 5 /s English (not German) mile. An 
English mile is 1.61 km. 

A meter is about 39.4 English inches or 3V* ft. or u /ie yards. 
An English foot is 0.305 m, a English yard 0.914 m. 

One usually reckons about 20 minutes for Walking an 
English mile or 12V2 minutes for a kilometer; or it requires an 
hour for 3 English miles or 4V6 km on good, level roads. 
Generally, 16 minutes per kilometer are calculated for hills or 
bad roads. 

A Mandel is 16 (usually for eggs). 

THERMOMETERS. 

The Reaumur thermometer is the most common in Saxony. 
In this one, the freezing point of water is 0°, boiling point 80°, 
corresponding with 32° and 212° respectively of Fahrenheit, or 
0° and 1000 0 f the Centigrade (Celsius). 

The following is an approximate, comparative scale.

The zero of Fahrenheit is reckoned for ice and salt, of 
Reaumur and Centigrade for ice. 

TIME (Zeitberechnung). 

German computation of time is different from the English 
method. 1. A quarter past the hour in English is a quarter 
before the following hour in German; 2. half past the hour in 
English is half the following hour in German; 3. a quarter to 
the hour in English is three-quarters to the hour in German. 
Examples. 1, 7: 15 in English is viertel acht (V*8) in German; 
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2, 7:30 in English is halb acht (V28) in German; 3, 7:45 in 
English is dreiviertel acht ( 3 /48) in German. 

The quarter, half three-quarter and füll hour are indicated 
by one, two, three and four strokes respectively from the 
numerous bell-towers in the city. 

Railway time is the Middle European or Görlitz Standard. 

A WALK THROUGH LEIPZIG. 

Augustusplatz is practically the center of Leipzig. It is 
an imposing square, surrounded on all sides by magnificent 
buildings. To the right, the New Theatre, which was built in 
1864 and thoroughly renovated in 1904. Contains beautiful 
wall-paintings of composers, poets &c. and a number of sculpture 

groups by Hagen, Wittich, Lürssen. There are also marble 
usts of Wagner and Benedix, Lessing, Schiller, Goethe and 
others. Behind the theatre is the beautiful Schwanenteich (swan- 
pond) containing a fountain. It is surrounded by fine gardens, 
and on one side extends the theatre terrace, creating a very 
picturesque effect. The Main Post-office was first erected in 
1836, butfully reconstructed in 1898. It is of the late-Renaissance 
style and decorated with figures representing telegraphy, science, 
commerce, art &c. by Kaffsack. On the west side of the square 
is the splendid edifice of the Municipal Museum of Art, the 
facade of which is patterned after the style of the Venetian 
Renaissance. Statues representing Hellas, Rome, Germany, Italy 
&c. adorn the fronts. In the niches are figures of Rubens, 
Rembrandt, Raphael, Dürer and ideal groups executed by 
Behrens, Werner, Stein, Hähnel and Zur Strassen. The museum 
contains many valuable paintings of modern and ancient masters. 
It is also the home of the Leipzig Art Association, where the 
works of contemporary painters are exhibited. Before it, is the 
monumental Mende Fountain, a model of Jacob Ungerer. 
Behind the museum in the gardens are the monuments of Thaer 
by Rietschel and of Robert Schumann. Returning to Augustus- 
platz, we find the University, of which only the Augusteum is 
observable from the platz. Originally built in 1834, it was 
remodelled in 1894, its sandstone facade bearing the group "The 
Four Faculties". The inner hall contains a monument to the 
students who feil in 1870. The University hall contains statues 
of Saxon princes, eminent Leipzig scholars, and bas-reliefs by 
Rietschel ("the stages of human culture"). Behind the Augus- 
teum are the Albertinum, Johanneum, Bornerianum, Paulinum 
and Beguinenhaus, containing lecture-halls, collections, academic 
Institutes &c. Beside the University is the Paulinerkirche erected 
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in 1240, inaugurated by Luther in 1545 as a Protestant place 
of worship. Gontains many monuments and relics. 

Now through örimmaisdie Strasse to Universitätsstrasse 
at the corner of which is the Fürstenhaus built in 1558, and 
served as the residence of the Princes of Altenburg, when 
studying in Leipzig. A short distance up Universitätsstrasse to 
the old Gewandhaus, now the Städtisches Kaufhaus, containing 
the city library and sample show-rooms for the Messe. Returning 
to Qrimmaische Strasse, proceed to the right through Nikolai- 
strasse to the Nikolaikirdie (1513) totally reconstructed in 1785. 
Beautiful paintings by Oeser, and relics. Back to Grimmaische 
Strasse to Auerbachs Hof, famous through Goethe's praise in his 
poems. Passing over the Naschmarkt (to the right) to the Markt, 
we behold the Old Town Hall. 1t is of Renaissance style (1556). 
The walls are decorated with fine paintings of Saxon sovereigns 
as far back as 1500. On Markt Platz to the right is the splendid 
Siegesdenkmal (Victory Monument) by Prof. Siemering. The 
main figure represents Germania, the other figures being Emperor 
William I., King Albert, Frederick III., Bismarck and Moltke. 
This is one of the finest monuments in Germany. Through 
Thomasstrasse tothe Thomaskirdie (\4S4), formerly a monastery, 
made famous by Bach and Mendelssohn. On Thomaskirchhof 
(behind the church) the Leibniz monument by Hähnel. Leibniz 
was Leipzig's greatest son (born in 1646). On the west side, 
the Thomasschule, the dwelling of Joh. Seb. Badi and Joh. 
Adam Hiller. Behind the Thomasschule, the statue of Bach 
erected by Mendelssohn, and the Hiller monument From 
Thomaskirchhof, through Steckner- Passage to Petersstrasse. 
The house "Zu den drei Rosen", residence of Jean Paul in 1781, 
and house No. 20 where Schiller lodged in 1801, when he 
attended the production of his Maid of Orleans. Up Petersstrasse, 
past the fine buildings of the Reichsbank and Deutsche Bank. 

Now cross the Promenade to Rossplatz. The Panorama 
containing painting of battle-scenes. To the left, Caf6 Bauer 
adorned with fine paintings, and the home of the private club 
"Harmonie". Behind the Panorama, is the Market Hall 
occupying 9000 cubic meters of Space. Returning toward the 
Promenade, proceeding to the left to Königsplatz, one perceives 
the Grassi-Museum, an iron building, containing technical, in- 
dustrial and ethnological collections of great value, besides an 
excellent library. Its facade is of the Renaissance style. This 
museum is highly interesting. 

Now to Peterssteinweg (to the right) to Albertstrasse, thence 
to the left. Here Stands the Peterskirdie, Gothic architecture, 
built in 1885. Back to Zeitzerstrasse, along Albertstrasse past 
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Flossplatz to the New Gewandhaus, before which is the statue 
of Mendelssohn by Werner Stein. The Gewandhaus contains 
busts of liszt by Klinger, and of Beethoven, Mozart and Grieg 
by Seffner. The entrance-hall is well worth seeing. 

Beside the Gewandhaus is the Supreme Court (Reichs- 
gericht) erected in 1888. The cupola is crowned by a figure of 
Truth. The front is composed of massive Corinthian columns 
and ornamented with statues and decorative groups. The halls 
are splendid. All sittings of the court are public. Behind the 
Reichsgericht is the University Library, a construction by Ross- 
bach. It is adorned with statues of German princes and poets 
and medalllons of famous artists and poets of other lands. The 
staircase, reading-rooms should certainly be seen. The library 
contains 500000 volumes. Behind the library are the Conser- 
vatory, famous through Mendelssohn, Reinicke, Nikisch &c, and 
the Art Academy (Kunstakademie). 

Through Harkort Strasse along the Pleisse to Rathausring, 
we are confronted by the magnificent New Town Hall, completed 
in 1906. Its tower is a remnant of the old Pleissenburg erected 
in 1549 and assaulted many times during the Thirfy Year's War. 
Till 1897, it was utilised as barracks. The ornamental work on 
the building is excellent. Behind the Town Hall (on Rathaus« 
ring) is the Catholic Churdi. Through Rathausring toward 
Fleischerplatz, we pass the Central Theatre. On the right, the 
Matthäikirche (1494). Proceed to the Old Theatre (1766). 
Around the Promenade towards Bladierplatz , we pass the 
Reformierte Kirche (1897), the Trades Exhibition embracing 
technical and industrial manufactures. On.the left is the New 
Exchange (1886) embelüshed with symbolic representations of 
commerce, industry, navigation and agriculture. 

EAST QUARTER. 

The large Publishing houses are situated in this district. 
Near the Johannistal are the buildings of the Medical Faculty 
of the University. On Johannisplatz is the Johanniskirche 
containing the remains of Bach. Before the church Stands the 
Reformation Monument by Schilling — bronze statues of Luther 
and Melanchthon. A short distance behind the church is the 
old Johannis Friedhof (Cemetery), containing many old graves 
and vaults. To the south on Hospitalstrasse is the German 
Bookseilers' House in the style of a Netherland Guild-house 
with a beautiful banquet-hall. Beside the Booksellers' House is 
the Buchgewerbehaus containing a memorial hall to Gutenberg, 
which is adorned with sculpture works and wall paintings by 
Sascha Schneider. 
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ENVIRONS OF LEIPZIG. 



Leipzig has beautiful suburbs and small villages in the 
vicinity, besides being in the midst of many land-marks of 
history. Its splendid woods beauüfy the whole landscape and 
purify the air. 

Among the many excursions that can be made, the following 
may be suggested. 

1 . Through the Johannapark to the Race Track (20 minutes). 
New Town-hall — Johannapark — Bismarck -Monument, through 
König Albert Park and the Scheibenholz to the race-track. 

2. Connewitz along the Pleisse. Blue tram to Kaiser Wilhelm- 
strasse— Germania Bad— through the wood, past the Cafe Wasser- 
gott to Connewitz. 

3. Through the Rosentat to the Scherbelberg. Through 
Rosentalgasse into Rosental — over the Elster bridge to the 
Schützenhof (well patronised Cafd) — over the Thüringer tracks 
to the Königseiche (King's Oak, about 6 or 700 years old) — 
from here return to the railway tracks, then to the right to 
Barneck and Leutzsch, or back to the Elster bridge, thence to 
the left to the Scherbelberg affording an excellent prospect of 
Leipzig and the surroundings. 

4. To Grosszschocher — As in tour 1 to the race course — 
to the Kettenbrücke (Suspension bridge) to the left, — over the 
railway tracks through the meadow to Grosszschocher. From 
here, one may proceed to Lauer, Gautzsch and Knauthain, 
pretty villages. 

5. To the Battle-field of Breitenfeld. Take the red tram 
(No. 6) to Möckern. — From here to Lindental. At the west end 
of the village, a road leads to Breitenfeld. — Here the Gustav 
Adolf Monument. Victory of Gustav Adolf over Tilly in 1631. — 
From here to Wiederitzsch — Eutritzsch— back to the city. 

6. To Probstheida, Meusdorf, Hill of the Monarchs 
(Monarchenhügel) Blue Tram (P) from Augustusplatz to Thon- 
berg, Museum of the Völkerschlacht (great battle of Leipzig), 
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Napoleon stone, to the great Völkerschlacht monument (now in 
construction), to Probstheida. — Path to the right to lnsane Asylum, 
to the left to Meusdorf containing prospect tower of the great 
battle. — A little farther the Hill of the Monarchs. A small ascent 
and the battle field is before one. 

7. To Taucha. Red Tram to Schönefeld stormed eight times 
by the Russians on Oct. 16. 1813. — From middle of the village 
meadow path to the left to Abtnaundorf— Thekla, Old Thekla 
church (over 700 years old). — Road to the left over the Parthe 
to Plaussig— Road to the Seegeritz cemetery. Beautiful pano- 
raraa— Over the Parthe to Grasdorf. Taucha. Return with 
Eilenburger Railway. 

8. To Connewitz by Punt. From New Town-hall through 
Karl Tauchnitzstrasse to Schleussiger Weg. Here one may 
obtain either punts or row boats. 

EXCURSIONS BY RAILWAY. 

9. To Lätzen and the vicinity. Blue Tram to Plagwitzer 
Railway Station.— Here railway to Lützen. Battlefield of the 
troops of Gustav Adolf against Wallenstein. Monument erected 
at sjpot where Gustav Adolfs body was found. From Lützen 
to Gross- and Klein -Schkorloop. — Kitzen. — Gross Görschen 
where Napoleon was victorious on May*2, 1813 — Railway Station 
at Pegau lV2hrs. distant. 

10. Lützschena. Castle of Baron Speck v. Sternburg wlth 
fine collection of paintings and beautiful park. Schkeuditz, Halle. 
University. Birthplace of the composer Händel. 

11. Würzen. Old church. Two military regiments. Lively 
industrial town. 

12. Grimma. Several old rulns. Fine surroundings. Well 
Worth visiting. 

13. Leisnig. Very old Castle. Collection of antiques. Birth- 
place of the great mathematician Emperor Charles V. 

14. Altenburg. Remarkable for the stränge apparel of its 
inhabitants. Interesting in a high degree.

Good views of the city may be obtained from the tower of 
the New Town-hall (25 Pf.), the Thomaskirche and the Scherbel- 
berg in the Rosental.
